DISCUSSION OF THE AMENDMENT 

The Title has been amended to coincide with the Title on the Declaration. 

All the claims have been cancelled 1 and replaced with new Claims 22-41. Claims 22- 

37 are supported by Claims 1-16, respectively, but eliminate multiple dependency and 

parenthetical expressions. Claims 38 and 39 are supported by Claim 20. Claim 40 is 

supported by combining Claims 1 and 9. Finally, Claim 41 is supported by Claim 1, and the 

specification at page 6, lines 10-19. 

No new matter has been added by the above amendment. Claims 22-41 are now 

pending in the application.
